Sec. L That it shall be unlawful for the owner or owners of
any stallion to permit or suffer any such stallion over two years of
age to run at large on the public highways, uninclosed grounds or
commons, and out of the proper enclusure of such owner or owners;
and the owner or owners of any such stallion who shall permit or
suffer the same to run at large con‘rary to the provisions of this act,
shall he fined in @ suin not excecding twenty-five dollars, and not
legs than ten dollurs for cach offence, to be recovered by action
of debt, together with costs of sait, in any court having juris-
diction of the same, in the name of any person who will sue
therefor; the one moicty of the penalty so recovered, to be paid to
